DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 29, 52, 55-58, 67-88 and 92-118 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior of 
record does not suggest or teach a mobile station for playing receiving voice data in a 
push-to-talk (PTT) call, buffering the received voice data in a buffer, inserting missing 
voice data of the PTT call in-between the received voice data, and playing all the 
buffered voice data from the buffer in sequence as stored. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
